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to 2? September 1950 the Keue Kaserne of Altcnburg (IJ 52/ k 27), located 
on the western side of the road to Leipzig, was occupied by about 1.000 
troops -who wore red-bordered black epaulets, mostly with artillery insignia, 
pie troops included about >0 officers and a military band of platoon strength. 
Troops engaged in artillery- and gas mask drill were observed for about 10 “ 
days. Hie gas mask filters were contained in canvas baps. Inspection of
